He is nota 
good Christian because St. Paul says we 
must not distinguish between Jew or Gen- 
tile, black or white. He is guilty of “ex- 
aggerated nationalism,” so vigorously con- 
demned by Pope Pius XI back in the days 
of Adolf Hitler, 3

eralism or any other “ism” that will put us 
under the coritrol of any but Americans 
freely elected by other Americans. 

Is it that we hate the English, or the 
French, or the Lebanese, or anyone else 
under the sun? Not at all! On the con- 
trary, we Americans are the most “touris- 
tic’ people on earth. We love to travel and 
spend our vacations in foreign lands.. And 
let an honest-to-goodness foreigner come 
over here and we treat him like Hailie 
Selassie. We buy him drinks and take him 
to dinner and invite him to talk before the 
Kiwanis Club. We love aliens. In fact, 
we've been taking them into our country 
by the tens of thousands and offering them 
citizenship by means of our relief and DP 
programs. 

But while we love England and France 
and Eire, we love our own country better, 
Is this evil?—or is it not rather the familiar 
old virtue of piety, imposed by the Fourth 
Commandment? What is the meaning of 
patriotism if not the love.of one’s own land 
above all others? | 

Christian charity requires that we give 
of our superfluous goods to our needy 
neighbor. The ‘important word there is 
“superfluous,” It does not require that 
we go into debt so that our neighbor may 
have egg in his beer, much less does it urge 
that we take off our own shoes so that he 
may have two pairs. 


Apart from the momentous consideration 


of the national debt, there is the undisputed 
fact that we have vital needs at home 
which, apparently, Congress feels we cannot 
at present afford: roads, for instance, and 
schools: Is one being ultraconservative if 
one suggests that these needs be considered

Bringing it down to more familiar terms! 
When we buy a house, we receive a “title,* 
which we keep in our strongbox. It is a 
legal document proving ownership. As 
long as we can produce it, we can’t be dis- 
possessed. 

Now, much as we love our neighbor, we 
would be a fool to cut,him in on our title. 
Some men think a long time before they 
go into joint ownership even with their 
wife! But suppose our neighbor’s house 
burns down. We might invite him into our 
house and: shelter him until he can make 
some permanent arrangement. But we 
still have our title, and. if he becomes 
troublesome, we can throw him out. How- 
ever, if he shares our title, we may come 
down some morning and find him knocking 
out the side wall with the idea of adding a 
rumpus room, or changing the dining room 
into a grandiose powder room—and we 
would have no authority to stop him, since 
he is now part-owner of our house.

She came quietly one day. She 
slipped on her apron and set about her 
work of tending to a tragedy-stricken 
family of eleven. ; 


She came out of the bounty of God’s 
Providence, in answer to countless 
prayers, and after weeks of search for a 


solution. 


The story began early last Summer 
when the parish neighborhood was 
stunned by the news of the death of a 
forty-two year old mother of eleven. A 
husband and eleven youngsters were 
left behind. 


Day by day the father struggled on 
as best he could. Amid the pressures to 
place some of his children in orphan- 
ages, he resolved to make every effort 
to hold his family together. As the be- 
ginning of the school year approached, 
the search for some generous woman to 
come into the home had been unsuccess- 
ful. Social agencies were kind but all 
had waiting Lists. 

When a request was made to Grail- 
ville, an apostolic training center for 
girls outside Cincinnati, Ohio, for a girl 
trained in Family Service, the answer 
came: back that the requests far out- 
numbered the available trained girls. 

Then it happened. Several days be- 
fore the opening of school, a letter came 
from Elsa Chaney of Grailville. She 
wrote about Pat. She said that Pat had 
just completed several years at Grail- 
ville and might be interested in the job. 

While at Grailville, Pat—a nurse by 
profession—had gained experience in 
the many phases of Christian home- 


making. She had learned how to cook 
and bake, launder and sew, how to 
garden, market and budget. 


More important than this, however, 
she had discovered at Grailville the vo- 
cation of women as future wives and 
mothers and their role in the Christian 
family apostolate. She had learned— 
through experience—how to translate 
many of the riches of Catholic liturgy 
into everyday family living—the Mass, 


the sacraments, the liturgical year, the: 


feast days of the saints, and so on. 


This kind of living Christian experi- 
ence, coupled with her nurse’s training, 
uniquely equipped Pat for Family Ser- 
vice with the motherless family of 
eleven.

i Protestant, Catholic, Jew (Double- 
day. $4), the distinguished Jewish scholar 
Will Herberg presents what he- calls “an 
essay in American religious sociology.” In- 
trigued by the paradoxical coexistence, just 
now, of an increase in Church membership 
and concern about religion among Ameri- 
cans, and an increase in the secularist men- 
tality, he seeks to discover the reasons for 
this apparent contradiction. 

“Americans,” he uncontradictably ob- 
serves, “think, feel, and act in terms quite 
obviously secularist at the very time that 

st they exhibit every sign of 
widespread religious re- 
vival.” The same Ameri- 
cans, note. Why? 

Looking into American 
history, especially that of 
the nineteenth century, 
Mr. Herberg comes up 
with a theory which goes 
something like this. 

The first generation im- 
migrants (of whatever 
religion, but mostly Cath- 
olics .and Jews) found

America entirely different from the lands 
thev had left. In seeking to retain their 
identity, they clung both to their ethnic 
characteristics and to their respective re- 


ligions. Thus they . formed enclaves in 
American society. 

But the second generation, wanting to 
belong here, wanting to be thoroughly 
American, diligently sought to get rid of 
ethnic peculiarities and deserted or modi- 
fied or masked their inherited 


The third generation, however, found in 
the religion of their fathers the one indi- 
cation of distinctwe’ identity in the undif- 
ferentiated .American mass. It was this 
which told them who they were and what 
was their spiritual heritage. They returned 
to the religious affiliation oftheir forbears. 

In this there is nothing unAmrican, for 
by now, says Mr. Herberg, the Protestant, 
Catholic, and Jewish religions are recog- 
nizd as “three great branches or divisions of 
‘American religion’ (p. 52) they are

But these religions are not what once 
they were. They have been diluted, accom- 
modated to the American scene and specifi- 
cations. In various degrees, they represent 
“a religiousness without religion, a re- 
ligiousness with almost any kind of con- 
tent or none, a way of sociability or ‘belong- 
ing’ rather than a way of reorienting life 
to God.” (p. 276) 

In place of their original content there is 
a sort of “civic religion 6f the American 
people” (p. 279), which falsifies Judaism 
and Christianity alike, which is idolatrous 
of the state or society, which misuses re- 
ligion for countless secondary purposes 
from backing foreign policy to securing 
peace of mind, which deguts morality, 
which promotes “the practice of the absence 
of God in the affairs of life” (p. 287)—a 
perfect definition of secularism. 

This rough suggestion of the argument of 
@ book packed with historical detail and 
incisive commentary, does not do justice to 
Mr. Herberg’s slow and heavily document- 
ed building of his thesis. It gives no indi- 
cation of the distinctions and subtleties, 
the astute observations, provocative inter- 
pretations, and biting indictments with 
which the work is loaded. Here, surely, is 
a volume that everyone seriously inter- 
ested in the state of religion in America to- 
day will want to—indeed, will have to— 
digest. |

This Week in the Bible 


val officer to be commis- 
sioned by the Continental 
Congress of the United States 
was an Irish-American 

John Barry. He was 


born in. County Wexford, 


Ireland in 1745, and while 
still a young lad he went to 
sea. 


John arrived at Philadel- 
phia in 1760, when he was 
fifteen years old, and he 
made this city his home to 
the time of his death. 


He was employed by the 
West Indian Trade Company, 
and commanded many of its 
ships, bringing cargoes from 
the New World to England 
and Europe. — 


On October 13, 1775, John 
arrived in Philadelphia on 
the “Black Prince” which he 
captained. It was one of the 
finest ships the company 
owned. However, on this 
very day the Continental 
Congress bought two. war- 
ships for the beginning of 
the Continental Navy. John 
Barry did not hesitate, and 
he was the first man to vol- 
unteer for the United States 
Navy. He was immediately 
made captain of the first 
American warship, the Lezx- 
ington. On April .7, 1776, 
John Barry captured the 
British ship Edward, the first 
war-vessel captured by a 
commissioned American na- 
val officer. 


From 1775 until 1783, Cap- 
tain Barry waged a most 
successful naval offensive 
against the British in the 
North Atlantic, Besides the 
Lexington, he commanded 
such famous ships as the Ef- 
fingham, Raleigh, Delaware 
and Alliance. 


When the United States 
Navy was permanently or- 
ganized on March 27, 1794, 
six captains were appointed 
by President Washington. 
Captain John Barry headed 
the list, and was “Registered 
No. 1.” In 1801 he retired to 
Philadelphia, where he died 
on September 13, 1803—a 
great American Catholic, pa- 
triot, and Revolutionary War 
hero.—MV

_ JO you belong to a fan club? If 
you do you are the exception because the 
great majority of Catholic high school 
students don’t belong. Not only that, most 
Catholic teen-aged youth think these 
clubs are ridiculous, stupid and, as one 
girl says, “no one is going to get me to 
Swoon over some sweet singing bum 
whom I don’t even know!” Strong lan- 
guage, yes, but that’s what she said. 

These and other interesting facts have 
just been brought to light with the final 
tabulation of the nation-wide survey of 
Catholic high school students on their 
TV viewing habits. 


This poll was conducted by Our Sun- 


' day Visitor at the request of the National 


Council of Catholic Men. We were assist- 
ed by the editors of high school papers 
and tHe 13,141 students polled were a 
cross section of the Catholic high school 
population of the United States. The 
NCCM is interested in possible youth 
shows over some of the TV networks and 
wanted some idea of “what gives” with 
our Catholic youth. The answers were 
most enlightening and very consistent. 

They were also a vindication of our 
young people in many ways. Those who 
like to spend their time bemoaning our 
“wild youth,” will find little in this sur- 
vey to support their assumptions. 

For instance, Loretta Young was 
named as the TV personality who was 
doing the most to advance the cause of 
religion, culture and high ideals among 
youth on a show not of a strictly religious 
nature. At the same time such. personali- 
ties as Martha Rave and Bob Hope were 
roundly criticized for general vulgarity. 
Jackie Gleason, Milton Berle and Arthur 
Godfrey also came in for some wrist- 
slapping on this score, although not as 
much as Raye and Hope. 

In other words, the insistence of some 
show people that you've got to have a 


certain amount of off-color stuff-to put 
a program over is not borne out by tnis 
poll. Our youngsters, given a chance, will 
choose decency. The.thing is to give them 
a chance! 

Bishop Sheen came out as the leading 
Catholic personality on TV and was also 
named along with George Gobel, - Ed 
Sullivan, Jack Gleason, Loretta Young, 
Perry Como and Eddie Fisher as the 
over-all favorite TV pe: ality. In tab- 
ulating the poll it was impossible to leave 


any one of these names off. 

The question was, “Who is your fa- 
vorite TV entertainer?” and while only 
one answer was sought we got six almost 
every time. George Gobel is the favorite. 
His name appeared most often alone and 
with the other combinations. Even so, he 
had a close call making it! The fact that 
Jackie Gleason is included in this prize 
grouping is indicative of the fact that he 
is well liked by our nation’s Catholic 
youth but they think he can get alony 
without resorting to sexy gimmicks ‘as 
manifested principally in his cast's cos- 
tumes and dance routines. Heads up, 
Jackie! 

So much for names. And now comes 
the “meat” of ‘the poll. We wanted to 
find out what type of Catholic TV pro- 
gram would have the most appeal for 
youth. We found out all right. The over- 
whelming majority — 88% — selected 
Catholic drama as their choice. As to the 
content of any such production our youth 
would like to see dramatized the lives of 
the saints, teenage problems and their 
solutions, Catholic true stories and 
finally an explanation of Catholic cere- 
monies and beliefs. These suggestions 
came spontaneously and followed the 
above general pattern. It would seem 
then that those planning any such pro- 
ductions would be safe with any of the 
content mentioned. 

The program having the least appeal 
would be a panel, say for instance with 
a priest and young people discussing ot 
ligion. Apparently this stems from 
fact that panel shows in general cog 
popular with youth, as demonstrated 1 
another section of the poll. ae 

In between these choices came —Dal- 
anced mixture of entertainment and re- 


ligious discussion” and “a program con- 
sisting entirely of entertainment with 
brief sections of religious material spot- 
ted throughout.” All of which lends 
credence to the fact that the tastes of 
our young people remain high in spite 
of the steady diet of crude, vulgar and 
puerile entertainment which has been 
rammed down their throats via television 
and other media of communication up 
until now. 

And when you figure that the average 
teenaged youth watches TV on an 
average of 16 to 17 hours a week (as 
shown by the poll) then you have some 
idea of how much of this stuff our youth 
and adult listeners must accept. Sixteen 
hours a week is a lot of time to be doing 
anything and it is bound to have an 
effect, good or bad. 

This writer maintains that the effect 
can be good if the television people will 
have the courage to come through with 
good. and even educational entertain- 
ment. But it is also true that if listeners 
continue to remain passive in this regard 
the television people will probably con- 
tinue to think that it would be foolhardy 
not to spice up their stuff from time to 
time. Actually then, television is every- 
body’s responsibility and the blame for 
poor presentation must not be laid at 
the feet of the producers alone. 

If our children have good taste, then 
let’s ‘demand that they get good shows. 
Merely having good taste is not enough. 


There will come a time when good taste : 


will disappear altogether if something 
is not done to cultivate that taste. 

There was something of interest in 
this poll too for those presenting Catho- 
lic shows. Our poll demonstrated a sur- 
prising lack of interest in the shows now 
being presented. under Catholic auspices. 
We asked the students what they thought 
of some of these shows and for the most 
this question went unanswered. 


This could mean only one thing: our 


youth do not know that these shows are 
being presenté@:. Also, they confused the 
titles of many of the shows: and very few 
could correctly name a- Catholic show. or 
mention its sponsor. Frequently they 
named a show as Catholic which was not 
Catholic or Catholic sponsored, such as 
Bishop Sheen’s “Life is Worth Living” 


or “The Christophers.” True, these shows 
feature Catholic clergymen but they are 


not Catholic in the sense that their pri- 
mary objective is to teach the Sacra- 
ments and other Catholic doctrine, nor 
are they Catholic sponsored. 

The answer here seems to le in a 
much more effective publicity campaign 
in the interests of Catholic shows. (We 
suspect that the parents themselves are 
not too well acquainted with the exist- 
ence and number of the various Catholic 
shows.) It is an axiom in radio and tele- 
vision that a show cannot promote itself. 
It needs help from other sources, no 
matter how good it is. Therefore our 
Catholic shows need all the outside ssup- 
port they can get. They need frequent 
plugs in the Catholic press. They need 
pulpit announcements. They could do 
with paid ads in the secular papers. 
Catholic shows could plug one another. 
Here we can take a lesson: from Ed Sul- 
livan, Jackie Gleason, Milton Berle and 
the rest. They are always plugging one 
another. And lest the students hold 
themselves excused on this score alto- 
gether, let me say that I rarely pick up 
a high school or college paper which 
has even the slightest mention of Cath- 
olic radio or TV shows. This is poor pro- 
moting and nullifies fine work being 
done on many Catholic TV (and radio) 
presentations. 

These are but a few of the interesting 


developments which have come out of. 


this survey. From time to time in this 
column we shall have occasion to refer to 
them in the hope of securing better radio 
and TV presentations for our nation’s 
youth. We say “nation’s youth” because 
we strongly suspect that the non-Cath- 
olic friends of our half million Catholic 
high school youth share the same opin- 
ions in this regard. We think all of these 
youngsters want better shows!

esd could very well be. But it is news here that 
any claim had ever been made on Dorais and Rockne 
as the first users. What Dorais and Rockne and Jess 
Harper, Notre Dame coach in 1913, have generally 
been credited with is that they introduced the forward 
pass in the east, at the time the Irish went to the 
plains of West. Point for the initial game. between 
N. D. and the Army. 

Also.’/from the wording of Dynan’s announcement, 
I’m wondering if Cochems and his St. Louis club of 
1906 should be acknowledged as the first aerial artists. 

To quote Dynan’s report: “Cochems pioneered the 
offensive power of the pass, because he was the first 
coach to realize its possibilities. What paved the way 
for Cochems, who took over the helm at St. Louis U, 


in 1906. was a decision by the Football Rules Com-— 


mittee. after the 1905 season, to permit the ball to be 
thrown forward.” 

All well and good, but isn’t it logical to believe 
that if the Rules Committee ruled on the matter, then 
there must have been some previous experimentors 
with the forward pass who caused the rules makers to 
come up with such a ruling? 

It is just a question I'm asking Phil old boy. 
Actually. if you say Cochems. was the first, then as 
far as this voice is concerned the matter is closed... 
unless somebody writes in with information to the 
contrary 

According to Dynan, the first pass was thrown in 
a game between St. Louis and Carroll College, of 
Waukesha. Wis. St. Louis won, 22-0. The Billikens 
played a total of 11 games in that 1906 season. They 
won every one, scored a total of 407 points to 11 for 
the combined opposition. And, also according to 
Dynan, Brad Robinson, St. Louis back, in the victory 
over Kansas “tossed one pass for a record 87 yards, 
virtually all the way in the air.” 

Comment: Phil, do you know how far an 87 yard 
pass “virtually all the way in the air’ would be? That 
would be the equivalent of a man standing on his awn 
five yard line and throwing the ball to a teammate 
standing on the eight yard line at the other end of the 
field. And that would be quite a pass. 


Joe Quinn, sports writer on the Cincinnati Post, 
writes to tell me about the youngsters on Cincinnati's 
Acme Glass-Postal Employees Post. baseball team 
winning the national American Legion junior baseball 
championship.

They are Millard F. Everett, editor of the Catholic 
Action of the South edition of Our Sunday Visitor, 


and Dr. James .W. Hose, a convert who entered the . 


Church with his wife and two children back in 1927. 
The Hoey Awards are conferred each year on a 

7 White and a Negro Catholic layman, 

who, in the judgment of the Catholic 
Interracial Council, have made‘ the 
most outstanding contributions to the 
cause of interracial justice during 
the year. Established in 1942 by the 
family of the late James J. Hoey, first 
president of the Catholic Interracial 


silver medals. They are presented 
annually on the Feast of Christ the 
King, which falls this year on Oc- 
tober 30. 

This year’s Negro. winner, Dr. 
James William Hose, is a native of 
Kansas City, Kan. According to Jubilee magazine, 
which paid tribute to him in its issue of last June, at 
least a third of the approximately 3,000 persons -he 
treats each year are charity patients. Dr. Hose is 
credited.as being the guiding spirit behind the new 
Collins Chapel Hospital in Memphis. He operates his 
own clinic in South Memphis. 

The veteran physician and his. wife, Garnette, 
have two married children—James, Jr., a medical 
technician who lives with his wife and two children 
in Houston; Tex., and a daughter, Gladys, now Mrs,

The White award winner, Millard F. Everett, be- 
came editor of,Catholic Action of the South in 1949 
after serving as an associate editor of the Register, 
national Catholic weekly published in Denver. He 
holds the degree of Doctor of Journalism from the 
Register College of Journalism. ) 

Born in Glenwood Springs, Colo., in 1903, Mr. 
Everett is married to the former Rita Mary Kelly of 
Chicago and -Kansas City, Mo., and is the father of 
three sons and one daughter. 

For his paper’s uncompromising stand on the race 
question and against-Louisiana’s so-called “right-to- 
work” law, Mr. Everett last February was.awarded an 
honorable ‘mention in the annual Heywood Broun 
competition sponsored by the American Newspaper 
Guild 

The CIO newsmen’s union honored the Catholic 
editor for his series of articles in mid-1954 analyzing 
pending bills in the State Leg’slature designed to cir- 
cumvent the U. 8S. Supreme Court decision banning 
segregation in the public schools, and outlawing the 
union shop within the State. 

Both the “right-to-work” and the anti-integra- 
tion bills were major issues in the State. Archbishop 
Joseph F. Rummel of New Orleans took firm publie 
stands against the measures, but the legislation passed 
despite his opposition. 

Catholic Action. of the South carried a running 
campaign against both issues. The drive against. the 
anti-integration bills was capped by a series of eight 
front-page articles signed by Mr. Everett in which he 
utlined the moral principles involved and urged de- 
feat of the legislation.

LADY GODIVA OF COVENTRY 
(Universal)—This film could have been 


done in a way to make it completely ob- 


jectionable. Yet the ride of Lady Godiva 
has been handled in probably as taste- 
ful a manner as was possible. There has 
been a twisting of some of the historical 
facts. although Lady Godiva is still 
shown as the exemplary Catholic she 
was. My own objection to the film is 
that it moves ponderously and -that.-it is 
less than interesting. Maureen O’Hara 
plays the lead role well and George 
Nader is competent as her husband. The 
film itself is not worth your while. 


THE TRIAL (MGM)—tThis adult film 
reminded me of “Black Board Jungle” in 
the dramatic power that it generates. It 
starts slowly but builds up to a dramatie 
intensity that will leave you limp. 

Glen Ford is a young law professor 
without trial experience. He gets his 
experience when he is called on to de- 
fend a young man accused of causing the 
death of a young girl. 

A glaring light is thrown on the hypo- 
critical support of Communists for vic- 
tims of discrimination and Arthur. Ken- 
nedy’s portray of a cynical communist 1s 
one of the finest dramatic bits of. the 
vear. Along with Juano Hernadez’s por- 
traval of a Negro.judge, it deserves 
Academy Award attention. 

Glenn Ford is excellent as he always 
is. Dorothy McGuire is convincing as the 
secretary and Katy Jurado is good as the 
mother of the accused boy. The boy is 
played well by Rafael Campos, who was 
the Mexican boy in “Blackboard Jungle.” 

This is in every way a superior film, 
There are holes in Don Mankiewicz’ 
screenplay but you'll not notice them for 
the dramatic impact of the film covers 
them well. It can be recommended to 
those who like powerful drama.

~ Skull May Help Searchers Prove 
Bones In Tomb Relics Of St. Peter 


Vatican City — (NC) — Do the 
remains of the body of St. Peter 
now lie beneath the great altar of 
St. Peter’s Basilica? | 


Archeologists working with in- 
finite pains in the excavations be- 
veath the basilica may come a step 
closer to answering that question, 
| believed to be that.of St 
Peter can be matched to bones 
found in his grave 


In his Christmas. Message of 
1950, Pope Pius XII made it clear 
“beyond all doubt” that the actual 
tomb of St. Peter had been found. 
At that time he said also 


“At the side of the tomb the re- 


mains of human bones have been 
founi. However, it is impossible to 
prove with certainly that they be- 
long to the body of the Apostle.” 


“THE ESSENTIAL question is 
this: he said, “has the tomb of St 
Peter really been found? To that 
question the answer is beyond all 
doubt: Yes. The tomb of the Prince 
of the Apostles has been found... 
a second question, subordinate to 
the first, refers to the relics of St. 
‘eter. Have they been found?” 

That second question still re- 
mains unanswered. Human bones 
were found in the tomb mixed in 
the bare earth, but until now it has 
been impossible to ascertain 
whether or not they were the re- 
mains of the Apostle. 


By scientific analysis, however, 
the bones were found to be those of 
a single individual. It was deduced 
from the bones that they were of 
a man, large in stature, and about 
70 years old. No skull was found 
in the grave.

AS it ever struck you as foolish 


and impractical to keep pouring out billions. 


of dollars each year in foreign aid?—high- 
minded, perhaps, noble and altruistic, but 
then our elected representatives have never 
been especially distinguished for their 
saintliness and devotion to fraternal char- 
itv.

A rrer nine days with the children at 
sea we landed in Rotterdam.

There are two kinds of possessions

iT readily confess that I had misgiv- 
ings about the latest choice in the Thomas 
More Books To Live series, Luke Delmege 
by Canon P. A. Sheehan (Regnefy. $4.50). 
Surely, I thought, it must by now be hope- 
lessly old fashioned, this novel about an 
Irish priest in the last half of the nine- 
teenth century. I. recalled that it. had 
moved me when first I read it, some thirty 
years ago. But by today’s standards it 
would ‘probably seem ponderous, contrived, 
sentimental. 
My apprehension was unjustified. True, 
2 the book has its. faults, 
There is an antique touch 
in some of its. dialogue 
(“How shall we get him 
hence?”’). The author’s 
eontrolling hand is too 
often in plain view, and 
his pitying or admonitory 
exclamations are out- 
moded. But the substance 
of the work endures and 
should engross and stir to 
: thought even the reader 
Msgr. Kennedy accustomed only to con- 
temporary fare. 

The son of simple Irish country folk, 
Luke sweeps the honors board at May- 
nooth seminary, topping his clagsmates in 
all save Hebrew. He is proud of his ability, 


sure he will quickly attain distinction in the 


priesthood. 

But on the morrow of his ordination be- 

gins ‘the succession of trials and reverses 
which break him, only to remake him as a 
saint. A fervent Irish patriot, he is reproved 
for this by his pastor, the chilly-mannered 
Canon Murray who believes he _ has 
achieved a modus vivendi with the English 
landlords. 
‘ Luke. to his dismay, is assigned to an 
English diocese for seven years, and there 
suffers bitterly, while coming to ape the 
genteel people whom he meets, to prize 
English ways above Irish, and to believe 
that the promotion of worldly progress is 
the Church's chief business in the modern 
are. 

On his return to Ireland, he is disgusted 
with all that he observes, and his assign- 
ments he holds unworthy of his mettle. He 
is at odds with the parish priests whom he 
assists, alienated from his clerical friends, 
in bad odor with his bishop, remote from 
the people; out of touch with his family, 

His redemption comes through agony, his 
own and that of an heroic penitent. Nor 
should the example.of an old priest and the 
merits, prayers, and. pangs of Luke’s par- 
ents (appreciated too late) be ignored as a 
factor in his awakening and transformation. 
He dies prematurely, considered by most a 
soured and thwarted man, but recognized 
by a few as a great soul. 

Luke’s story holds interest consistently 
and touches depths and heights reached 
rather infrequently in today’s reading ex- 
perience. Intertwined with the personal 
narrative is a vivid account of Ireland, its 
state and its cruel exploitation less than a 
century ago, 


A Further Study 


Five years back there was published 
Antonia White’s The Lost Traveller, the 
principal figure ~in which was Clara 
Batchelor, who became a Catholic at 7 or 
8, when her parents entered the Church. 
That book brought: Clara through school 
days and a young adulthood full of vicissi- 
tudes to the verge of a marriage which, al- 
most on the eve of the ceremony, she de- 
cided to call off. . 

Further stages in Clara’s life are detailed 
in Miss White’s Beyond the Glass (Regnery.

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Subscription TV 


Tep LEITZELL, who is director 
of public relations for Zenith, which is 


one of the companies interested in sub- 


scription television, has written to me 
about my column on the subject. You’ 
remember I feared that subscription TV, 
which would mean more revenue in a 
single evening for a motion picture than 
in a couple of years of theater showings, 
might be less influenced by standards of 
rmimm oecency, might offer 
poorer entertainment. 
Mr. Leitzell writes as 
follows: 


» “TI just read with in- 
_ terest your comments 
_ about subscription TV 
in the June issue of Our 
. Sunday Visitor. 

“I think that sub- 
scription TV will work 
out to provide an effect 
on decency in telecast 
just the opposite of 
what you fear. As you 
know, most Broadway plays are not suit- 
able for introduction into the home. As 
you also know most movies have been 
cleaned up to where they are, and those 
which are not, are appropriately rated by 
the Legion of Decency. 

“In the early days movies were just 
about as salacious as stage plays. When 
they became a mass medium, protests 
rolled in to the point where the motion 
picture industry established the Hayes 
office to enforce minimum standards of 
decency. : 

“Should subscription TV be established 
it will become an éven greater medium of 
mass entertainment than the ‘movies be- 
cause it would deliver motion pictures 
and other entertainment to the home. To 
me it seems inevitable that the results 


\-oudd be a regular serutiny of subscripe _ 


tion TV fare that would eliminate ob- 
jectionable material. I also believe that 
this movement would carry over to spon- 
sored TV to force the elimination of 
plunging necklines, off-color jokes, ete. 

“One reason that I am personally. so 
enthusiastic about subscription TV is that 
it will deliver to the home the fine cul- 
tural features which are not now avail- 
able on TV or to most people in the 
theater, and that it will elevate both the 
moral and artistic standards of enter- 
tainment. Sincerely, Ted Leitzell.” 

This is a heartening letter and if Mr, 
Leitzell carries through on what he says 
then most of my objections to subscrip- 
tion TV would be met. It seems to me it 
would be good if Zenith and the other 
companies would. take the initiative in 
approaching Monsignor Little of the Le- 
gion of Decency and offer to set up a 
plan where programs could be seen in 
advance, where possible, by Legion rep- 
resentatives so that the Legion could 
notify Catholics of official ratings. If Mr. 
Leitzell could start making plans to this 
effect and we could be assured that sub- 
scription television would offer previews 
of films and scripts to responsible per- 
sons, objections I’ve made would not be 
important. 

Understand, I am not saying the films 
or scripts should be censored by the Le- 
gion or anyone else. I’m just saying they 
should be seen so that intelligent guid- 
ance could be offered for those people 
who want to know what attractions they 
are being offered.
